If it be aſked why they are not 
permitted to join with us, in extending the 
intereſts of humanity, and in cultivating and 
improving the friendly virtues; we would 
reply, that, their charms and attractions, 
which ſo decorate the ſcenery of life, would 
become incompatible with the labors of the 
Lodge; that Love, powerful Love, might ſo 
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influence and triumph, that - Brotherly 49ec- 
7701 would give way to Jealouſy, - Friendſhip 
to Dithmulation, and Judgment to Paſſion. 
In the important buſineſs of our retirement, 
the preſence of the Fair would ſo intermingle 
a train of buſy loves, as to banith every other 
ſentiment; and make us inattentive- to every 
care and forgetſul of every duty which forms 
the object and the recommendation of our es- 
tabliſhment. Admit, ye lovely partners of our 
hearts and hopes, our honeſt apology: and 
be aſſured that the Aade/ity which is inſcribed 
upon the Maſon's breaſt, will give certainty 
to the Lover's promiſe, and permanency to 
the Huſband's affection ; will render us all 
more worthy of your regards, and more auxi- 


liary to your happineſs.—
